
Summary of Water Supply Conditions as of 12/31/06

Precipitation  averages 8.84 inches for December on the Northern Sierra Eight Station Index.  This month, 8.49 
inches were recorded, which is approximately 96 percent of the monthly average.  The Snow Pack in the Northern and 
Central Sierra is 26 and 21 percent of the April 1st average, but 72 and 58 percent of the average to date, respectively. 
 
Reservoir Storage  is above the 15-year averages for all facilities, except for San Luis, which is at 96 percent.   
 
River_Releases  are above their 15-year medians for all four rivers. 
 
Water_Supply  Forecasts for the Sacramento River Index, Water Year 2007 were updated December 8th based upon 
December 1st conditions.  For the 50 percent exceedence or most likely scenario, the forecast was 16.0, corresponding to 
an “Above Normal” year while the 90 percent exceedence or “Dry” forecast was for 9.6 corresponding to  “Critical.”
